On Mountain Manufacturing 


President Johnson has been scowled at 
by the Washington press corps, which in­ 
cludes radio, television, magazine a n d 
foreign press reporters as well as domes­ 
tic newspaper correspondents. The press 
corps wants more access to the presiden­ 
tial presence. 
President Johnson has been doing some 
scowling of his own in return. Since this 
Is a perennial occurrence between t h e 
White House resident and the press, it 
could stand more discussion than it is 
given. 
The President inadvertently furnished a 
takeoff point for discussion by reference 
In a meeting with the press last week. 
Referring to the controversy over the 
use of non lethal gas in South Viet Nam. 
be said ‘‘somebody made a mountain 
out of a molehill.” He said he knew 
nothing about the decision to use the gas 
until he learned about it from the press. 
He defended its use as humane and rather 
routine. 
It is undeniably true that the press did 
make a mountain out of a molehill Only 
the press Is in the mountain - manufact­ 
uring business. It wasted no time getting 
to work after it learned that gas had been 
used In South Viet Nam. 


It enlarged this information into a full­ 
scale discussion of the impact of gas war­ 
fare on the allies and enemies of the 


United States. Before it was through, the 
history of gas w arfare had been reviewed. 
All implications of gas w arfare bad been 
analyzed. 
The subject was 
thoroughly 
aired. 
The military minds that had made the 
decision about gas in Southeast Asia were 
reminded anew of the presence of civilian 
minds The thin line of difference between 
non-lethal gases and other gases that have 
been used in war. or might be used some­ 
time. was mapped and explored. It was a 
mighty thin line Veterans hospitals once 
were full of World War I gas victims. 
And while this was going on. the com­ 
mander-in-chief of the armed services of 
the United Stales learned for the first time 
that gas had been made available to the 
South Vietnamese in their U S -sponsored 
war against the Viet Cong. 
The molehill had been converted into a 
visible mountain It can be annoying, as 
Mr. Johnson well knows, but it can be 
mighty helpful sometimes lo know where 
the molehills are and what they will look 
like under a magnifying glass.

use to the driver and of little use to the 
driver of an oncoming car. 
lf it is dark enough for lights to be 
needed at all. regular headlights should 
be used This is the logic of the present 
Ohio law. which went into effect late in

WASHINGTON 
Spring is the vague time in 
Washington, that husy-busv per­ 
iod when much is adoing and 
little is finished, but few springs 
have been vaguer than this. 
To begin with. President John­ 
son has four big proposals pend­ 
ing in Congress: medical care 
for the aged, federal aid to ed­ 
ucation. a voting bill to make 
sure Negroes can go to the 
polls, and some measure to curb 
the Ku Flux Flan. 
But more vague than anything 
is the unfinished business in 
Viet Nam 
Johnson probably never ex­ 
pected to get medical care, aid 
to education and the voting hill 
in precisely the form he asked, 
and he is not likely to since 
some revisions are inevitable 
after full House and Senate con­ 
sideration. 
But it seems certain he will 
get all three in a form still sat­ 
isfactory to him. and perhaps 
even more far-reaching than he 
requested. 


ALL OF WHICH is a great 
tribute to his extraordinary abil­ 
ity to get Congress to see things 
his way, an ability which in­ 
volves personal meetings with 
most of all members of Con­ 
gress. personal telephone calls 
and visits from his aides 
lf any president was able to 
get just one of those pieces of 
legislation through in any one 
year — say aid to education — 
it would have been considered a 
great triumph 
But to get aid to education 
and medical aid through in this 
one year will be a dazzling per­ 
formance 
The crack-down on the Flan is 
still in its baby stage if only be­ 
cause the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities is going 
to investigate the Flan and not 
much in legislation can be ex­ 
pected until that is finished. 
It is in Viet Nam that the 
country is left 
guessing 
and 
there are no prophets around 
glibly or confidently predicting 
the outcome there. 


In the past few weeks there 
have been rumors around Wash­ 
ington — perhaps rumors is not 
as good a word as murmurs -- 
that the North Vietnamese Com 
munists would like to start talk­ 
ing about a settlement. 


BUT THERE is nothing defi­ 
nite--publicly known, that is— 
to indicate any such desire by 
the Reds who have been stoical­ 
ly under American bombing as 
one week of it follows another 
The bombing has had the ob­ 
vious purpose of pressuring the 
North Vietnamese into seeking 
a settlement. As time goes by. 
and the Reds show no signs of 
bending, the Johnson adminis­ 
tration’s inclination 
to extend 
the bombing ever deeper into 
North Viet Nam seems sure 
At this time the Soviet Union 
and Red China, despite some 
grumblings 
and 
half-hearted 
threats, 
have been 
unusually 
quiet, too, and all this only adds 
to the guessing. 
No one is pretending to know 
what Red China will do if the 
Americans, for instance, finally 
decide to bomb the North Viet­ 
namese capital of Hanoi 
When all this is added up it 
comes down to phenomenal suc­ 
cess for Johnson at home and a 
great, 
brooding 
uncertainty 
about what may happen over­ 
seas.

The Russians had notified the 
Western powers that Soviet mil­ 
itary aircraft would fly across 
the air corridors and that cer­ 
tain altitudes could not be used 
by the three Western airlines 
that serve West Berlin. 
The Soviets said they wanted 
to use the altitudes from 2,000 to 
4.000 feet. Commercial planes 
normally fly between 6,000 and 
7.000 feet, except on their ap­ 
proach to Berlin. 
The airlines have experienced 
iuch threats in the past and 
went ahead with their flights. 
Up to noon there had been no 
Interference with the Western 
air traffic. 
A U.S. military convoy made 
the road trip from West Berlin 
to West Germany without inter 
ference, but it left the divided 
city before the E ast Germans 
closed the superhighway across 
E ast Germany. 
A British military spokesman 
said Soviet soldiers halted three 
British cars as they tried to 
drive out of Berlin. They re­ 
turned to the British checkpoint 
to await developments. 
A British military vehicle was 
stopped at Helmstedt, the West 
German end of the autobahn. 
Hundreds of automobiles piled 
up at both ends of the 110-mile 
highway as the East Germans 
lowered their steel barriers and 
said “no” to all travelers. 
The Russians and the East 
Germans said their restrictions 
were made necessary by Soviet 
and East German military ma 
neuvers beginning today but the 
general feeling was that the 
Communists were striking back 
against plans for a meeting of 
the West German Parliam ent’ 
lower house in West Berlin on 
Wednesday. 
The West 
German 
govern­ 
ment went ahead with plans for 
the meeting. As an additional 
show of defiance, the Bonn gov­ 
ernment announced a Cabinet 
meeting would be held in West 
Berlin the same day. .Sources in 
Bonn said Chancellor Ludwig 
Erhard would preside. 
The E ast Germans closed the 
autobahn at 9 30 a rn. and said 
It would be closed at least until 
4 p m . (IO a m . EST). 
Although civilian traffic was 
stopped at both ends of the auto­ 
bahn — the superhighway link 
ing West Berlin and West Ger 
many — Allied military traffic 
apparently was not affected. 
A U.S. Army convoy of 18 ve­ 
hicles carrying 80 combat infan­ 
trymen moved out of West Ber­ 
lin in the direction of West Ger­ 
many shortly before the high­ 
way was closed 
The U.S. convoy reached West 
Germany after an uneventful 
3^-hour journey through East 
Germany. Since it left Berlin 
before the frontiers were closed, 
it did not directly challenge the 
closing of the main highway. 
The Soviets notified the West­ 
ern Allies that Soviet military 
aircraft would be flying at var­ 
ious altitudes through the three 
air corridors reserved for West­ 
ern commercial and military 
planes on flights to and from 
Berlin. 
An Allied spokesman said the 
Russians declared that because 
of their flights these altitudes 
could not be used by Western 
planes. 
Officials 
of

World Airways, British Euro­ 
pean Airways and Air France 
reported that up to midmorning 
three had been no interference 
with their planes in the air cor­ 
ridors to Berlin. 
West German 
railway offi­

said Soviet jet fighter activity in 


the Berlin area has been heavy 
since Sunday. No aircraft could 
This type of harassm ent of air 
traffic has been used by the 
Russians before.

NATURALLY such analysis 


of the New York TV situation 
leads to the question of what 
is so great about the network 
shows bombarding the airwaves 
from Hollywood. Nothing, real­ 
ly. We do not expect to win 
anything but Emmy a w a r d s 
and r a t i n g s with “ Bonanza” 
and “Comer Pyle.” 
The disappointment over New 


York’s contribution to TV stems 
from a comparison with that 
city’s 
output 
a 
decade 
ago. 
“Theater,” “ Playhouse,” “ Rob­ 
ert Montgomery Presents” and 
“ Mr. Peepers” were minor clas­ 
sics when stacked alongside of 
what generally comes from New 
York TV circles today. 
Cynics may claim that Holly­ 
wood with its film factories and 
the economics of residuals from 
repeats and syndication finally 
died in New York’s halcyon 
days of “live” TV.

shambles most of the time. 
These parents may not curb 
the youngsters when they often 
stand upon the polished furni­ 
ture or jump up and down on 
the springy chair seats or play 
games of chase or wrestle and 
roughhouse in the living room. 
To the other extreme there 
are parents who a r e always 
nervous lest a toddler might 
put his hand against the pol­ 
ished sides of the radio or TV 
set or strew his toys over the 
floor. These parents may be in 
constant 
fear 
that 
a 
guest 
might drop in and find things 
in the room disorderly. 


IN 
BETWEEN 
these 
ex­ 
trem es are all sorts of varia­ 
tions Parents may have a spe­ 
cial play place for the young­ 
sters or a corner of the living 
room to keep and use their play­ 
things. Then the tots may be 
admitted to the living room only 
under careful supervision. 
But the average home doesn't 
have a special playroom for the 
youngsters. When it hrfs, this 
room may not be near to where 
the rest of the family is most 
of the time The tot dislikes to 
be alone for long periods. If 
two or more are together in the 
special playroom, they m a y 
quarrel a great deal or rough- 
house. 
Perhaps this special p l a y 
place can be used enjoyably and 
profitably part of the t i m e. 
Then there remains the prob­ 
lem of guiding the little child or 
children in wholesome care and 
use of things about him wher­ 
ever he may be in the house. 
It s the approximate period 
between the ages of seven or 
eight 
months 
and 
f i f t e e n 
months or two years t h a t is 
most strategic for the young­ 
ster to learn to handle things 
carefully and to avoid touching, 
seizing or handling things that 
he can harm or that can harm 
him 
This is the period when 
he needs skillful guidance. 


AN OCCASIONAL parent may 
be so clever as to guide him 
well through persuasive positive 
suggestions, rarely saying NO. 
But most parents find that they 
need to train him during this 
period to accept No as final. 
They might, of course, put ev­ 
erything away except his ap­ 
proved playthings. Or t h e y 
might keep him in a playpen 
when they can’t be right with 
him 
A compromise is to put 
away tem porarily most of the 
knick-knacks, leaving one or two 
within his reach and to train 
him to avoid them consistently. 
If the parent wishes to use 
time enough and p a t i e n c e 
enough, she can merely inter­ 
cept him or pull him b o d i l y

these 
forbidden 
things or places, saying NO 
quietly just once as she does so. 
Wishing to speed up his learn­ 
ing to respect NO, she will give 
him physical pain — a slap on 
his hand or bare thigh as she 
says NO. If she is consistent 


he may soon learn to avoid the 
forbidden permanently, even to 
respect the word NO in relation 
to new forbiddings. in case she 
does not use this word too fre­ 
quently. 


HAVING succeeded at teach­ 
ing him to avoid just a f e w 
things or places, she has laid the 
foundation for his having to ac 
cept NO during the next several 
months and years in respect to 
other things and activities. 
In these directions the parent 
succeeds best when she provides 
ample things he may enjoy with 
pleasure and approval, in a fam­ 
ily atmosphere of love and un­ 
derstanding.

A. — Use powdered rotten- 
stone and equal parts of tur­ 
pentine and linseed oil. D ip a 
cloth first into the oil and then 
into the rottenstone, and rub 
with a circular motion. Follow 
by washing in warm soapy wa­ 
ter. 


Q.—Please suggest an easy 
and economical way to clean a 
carpet and restore its bright­ 
ness. 
A. -One method is to mix a 
half-pint of turpentine with a 
quart of hot water, dip a brush 
into this, and go over the car­ 
pet once or twice — being sure, 
however, not to get the carpet 
too wet. 


QI 1E STIO N : H o w does a spider sp in Us w e b fr o m one 
ob ject to another?

ANSWER: Under the spider's abdomen are a group nt 
little organs, ‘he spinnerets. These connect with silk glands 
inside the body. To spin its web. the spider presses the 
spinnerets down on some object and squeezes out silk in 
liquid form which hardens in the air, torming a delicate 
thread which can he either dry or sticky. They can spin a 
number of fine threads in this way or combine them into a 
stronger one. Webs are made in a number of ways. We illus­ 
trate that of the orb spider. This spider will perch in some 
likely spot and press one of its legs to the spinnerets, draw ­ 
ing out a long sticky single thread (Ii. Air currents will 
blow this around until the sticky end attaches itself to some­ 
thing else. Then the spider fastens its end, passes over the 
line with more thread to strengthen it, and then goes to the 
middle where it fastens the thread, drops down and fastens 
another. It will keep coming back to the center carrying new 
dry cables (2) until there is a strong foundation. Then the 
spider starts from the center and begins to carry spirals of 
sticky thread around in which insects will be caught. It 
attaches a long cable to the center and waits (3*. When the 
cable vibrates, the trap is working.
